The importance of this mineral to 
the commerciai life of this State 
may be realized when it is known 
that the borax produced in 1920 
was valued at $5,674,000 and con- 
sisted of 35,280 short tons. 

Productions of borax in the United 
States during 1920 exceeded 1919 
production of 28,518 tons by 6762 
tons, or approximately 25 per cent. 
The value cf borax produced dur- 
ing 1920 exceeded the value of the 
1919 production by $1,323,000 or ap- 
proximately 30 per cent. 

Until recently borax manufactured 
in the United States has been made 
almost exclusively from the minerai 
“colemanite,” a calcium borate, 
which is mined in California. 


Death Valley Borax. 

Practically all the ‘supply of such 
borax has come from Death Valley 
in California, which was made fa- 
mous some years ago by the spec- 
tacular career of “Death Valley 
Scotty,” who became noted through 
his exploits following his location 
of gold within this valley. 

Death Valley is today primarily 
important as the producer of the 
borax consumed in the United 
States, but is now meeting competi-

Several Commercial Uses. 

Borax is put to several commer- 
cial uses.

used in plumbing fixtures, chemicai 
equipment, and kitchen utensils. 

It is also important in the manu- 
facture of certain kinds of glass- 
ware, known as borosilicate glasses. 
Borax is employed as a constituent 
in the making of such glass prod- 
ucts as baki dishes, lamp chim- 
neys, and laboratory glassware. 

In addition to the above uses 

rax is used in the United States 
to produce boric acid, which is an 
antiseptic, used primarily in the 
treatment of the eye. Boric acid is 
also used in the manufacture of 
cosmetics.

FRANCO-TURKISH 
ACCORD SOUGHT. 


KEMAL PASHA REPUDIATES 
AGREEMENT: TO BE TOLD 
OF GREEK MENACE. 


[BY WIRELESS AND EXOCLASIVE DISPATCH.) 
PARIS, May 22.—Following per- 
sistent rumors that the Greeks are 
preparing to seize Constantinople, 
the French government yesterday 
sent Henri Franklin Bouillon to An- 
gora to negotiate a new Franco- 
Turkish accord with Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha, the leader of the 
Turkish Nationalists. 
Gen. Gouraud has left Cairo for 
Beyrouth to meet the Kemalist dele- 
gation, which insists on a revision 
of the Franeo-Turkish accord 
reached between Premier Briand 
and Bekir Samy Bey at Toledo last 
March. 

According to reports, King Con- 
stantine intends to retrieve the 
Greek failures in Asia Minor by a 
eudden military dash in which he 
will seize Constantinople through 
the connivance of the British, who 
wish to obtain real domination of 
the world’s crossroads under a cloak 
of Greek occupation, thereby oust- 
ing the Italians, French and Japa- 
nese. 
Flushed with their success in 
shattering the Greek offensive, 
pushing their cavairy patrols up to 
within fifteen miles of Smyrna, de- 
stroying bridges ard blowing up 
railways, the Kemalistsa now repu- 
diate their agreement with France 
and are insisting on holding the 
port of Alexandretta and equa! 
rights in the sector of the Bagdad 
railway traveling through Cilicia, 
which the French had obtained.

the European champion. Deschamps 
is the super-strategist, a man on 
whom has been placed the stamp of 
craftiness and cunningness. He has 
carried Carpentier along the 
road and in establishing the French 
ultra-exclustve training system in 
America is working out a scheme of 
strategy that would bring Carpentier 
into tae ring against Dempsey with 
an unexposed assortment of fistic 
tricks.

There should be a re- 
newal of the Anglo-Japanese Treaty 
in such fo as to make it acceptable 
to Great Britain, Japan and the Unit- 
ed States. 

“Some say this is impossible. I 
do not think so. The alleged causes 
of disputes and difficulties between

The preliminary survey has dem- 
onstrated that about 21.000. -acre 
feet of flood waters come together 
from the great watershed of the 
northwest. where the Yellowstone 
and the Missouri rivers combine in 
North Dakota. Close by this point 
the survey has located an immense 
natural reservoir, with a capacity of 


America and Japan are trivial com- | 1,611,720,000,000 cubie feet of Wa- 


ter. Six miles below the confiu- 
ence of the Yellowstone and Mis- 
souri rivers is a splendid site for 
a great hydraulic dam. 

Water from this dam will flow by 
force of gravity into the great res- 
ervoir. This is the water which will 
be used in the new river. And since 
this flood water is the source of the 
damage in the lower Mississippi 
River, its removal will forever pre- 
vent floods between Cairo and New 
Orleans, the engineers say. 

MUST CROSS MOUNTAINS. 

But having impounded the water 
in the great natural reservoir, the 
engineers have found it will be nec- 
essary to cross a range of low moun- 
tains before the downward rush of 
the waters will begin. The reser- 
voir lies at an altitude of 1855 feet. 
The pass in the range at Wolf 
Butte is almost 5000 feet. All the 
water must be pumped over the 
divide. 

But the natural flow in the Mis- 
sourt, which will be allowed to es- 
capé from the dam, will provide all 
the power necessary and more, the 
survey has developed, Judge Bartow 
says. 

Having crossed. Wolf Butte Di- 
vide, the survey has developed that 
the force of avity will then cause 
the water to flow in a general direc- 
tion almost due south all the way 
through North Dakota, South Da- 
kota, Nebraska and Kansas. It 
must be confined, of course, in an 
a ditch as large as a big 
iver. Any water not used in irri- 
gating the 16,000,000 acres along 
the way which remains in the irri- 
gation river when the Arkansas is. 
reached in Kansas will be permitted 
to flow into the latter stream and.

TO CROSS OTHER RIVERS. 


In its course of 1000 miles, Ir- 
rigation River will cross many riv- 
ers and smaller streams. Viaducts 
or tunnels will be utilized for this 
purpose.

Much of the country through 
which Irrigation River is to flow 
is today useless because of lack of 


water. There are many irrigation 
projects therein at t, but all 
combined are completely dwarfed 


by this new river. 

As to finances, State Engineer Lee 
of South Dakota has estimated the 
cost of completing the project, 
across North Dakota and South Da- 
kote to the Nebraska State line, to 
be $80,000.000. A similar amount 
is believed necessary for crossing 
Nebraska and Kansas. 

To offset’ this cost the value of 
the land reclaimed, figuring 16,000,- 
000 acres at $200 an acre, said to

“The two-fold question of our text 
lets us close in to the heart of Christ. 
The world and the church are still 
facing the Master's question today. 
A few years ago a discerning writer 
in one of our leading church papers 
sald that the great battle of the fu- 
ture would rage about the person 
of Christ. He was right. The im- 
portance of what Christ says de- 
pends entirely on who He is. If He 
was just a man, then today He is 
only a dead visionary—a martyred 
enthusiast; but if He was God, then 
His words are final and authoritative. 
Why do we believe in the deity of 
Christ? 

“Because of the explicit intima- 
tions and predictions of the Old Tes- 
tament. The Old Testament incarna- 
tions are prophecies or foreshadow- 
ings of the New Testament incarna- 
tion whom we know as Jesus of Naz- 
areth, son of Mary and son of God. 
Christ in both testaments is the 
8 ker or revealer of all truth from 
the Godhead and the same word 
‘Lord’ is applied to Him in the New 
Testament which is used to translate 
the word Jehovah in the Old Testa- 
ment. How can you read your Old 
Testament and not find Jesus in it? 

“We believe in the deity of Christ 
because He himself affirmed His 
deity and claimed to be divine. Jesus 
used the great divine title ‘I am,’ 
which none but the Jews’ Jehovah 
had ever used. He claimed to be 
the eternally self-existent one. He 
asserts His identity with the Father 
and couples His own name with that 
of God in the baptismal formula 
which the church has used 
since. He claimed to exercise the 
chief prerogative of God himself, 
which was the forgiveness of sins. 
He claims omninetence, omnipres- 
ence and omniscience. I find him 
making good every claim He ever 
made and hence, when He claims to 
be God, I must believe Him. 

“We believe in the deity of Christ 
because of the testimony of the New 
Testament. Practically all of the 
New Testament books were written 
in the first century. These writers 
were pretty close to the character 
they describe and they all unite in 
giving titles to Christ. The testi- 
mony of other New Testament writ- 
ers is echoed by the very brethren of 
our Lord, who at first positively re- 
fused re recognize His unique claims. 
The New Testament ascribes divine 
titles, attributes, works, words and 
worship to Christ and offers the same 
adorations to Him which it gives to 


God. 

“We believe in the deity of Christ 
because of the answer of Christian 
experience. This argument is en- 
tirely independent of written records 
and is confined to personal experi- 
ence. One of the things the twentt- 
eth century is doing is to elevate to 
its rightful place the findings of 
Christian experience. Jesus is a 
problem in personality. No man can 
rightly pass on the character of Jesus 
Christ by trying to work His claims 
out on paper. Martin Luther said: 
»The man who 80 knows Christ that 
Christ has taken away from him all 
his sin, death and devil .. . he 
has truly recognized Christ as the 
fon of God.’ There you have it—the 
answer of Christian 12 the 
response of one personality to an- 
other. The secret of the Lord is 
with them that fear Him,’ and Jesus 
reveals Himself to His own in a way 
He does not to the world. Christ is 
the central factor in Christianity. 
“We believe in the deity of Christ 
becuuse of the well-night universal 
testimony and response of the wortd 
to His claims. The evidence is cumu- 
lative. You must take all that has 
been said and weave it into a com- 
posite picture. It may not yield ab- 
solute certainty, but it gives stron 
probability that Jesus of Nazaret 
was more than a village carpenter, 
more than a great preacher and 
healer, more than 4 martyr, more 
than a man. No one prefession or 
class or race can claim Him. O Uni-

We must admit that our sentence of de- 
feat comes harder because our friend, the 
cheerful optimist, had all along assured us 
that all was well with the wobbly old world, 
that mankind was already beginning to 
grow wings, that wars were about to cease 
forever—that the dove of peace was ready 
to alight and arrange for a nest among us— 
that we were just entering upon an era of 
great prosperity and success. We had al- 
most begun to believe with the optimist 
that after we had corrected the mistakes 
of the world that had recently been made 
“safe for the Democratic party” we would 
enter upon the millennium. Out here upon 
the Coast especially we find it more diffi- 
cult to believe in the degeneracy of the 
race, because we see so little of it. We 
can hardly believe there are “such animals” 
as Mr. Humphrey telis us about. Our op- 
timism partakes of the climate—or is in- 
spired by it—therefore our shock was the 
greater when we learned that we were 
rapidly becoming a race of degenerates. 
It was as great a surprise as our Los An- 
geles earthquakes or the Wilshire tornado. 
We always thought we were singularly free 
from such distressing freaks of fate. To 
be sure, it gave us a mild shock when Sis- 
ter Pomona doffed the blue goggles and 
Priscilla garb and actually took the black 
vell. We knew, however, that such things 
often happen in families and we must not 
allow our worldly frivolity to stand in the 
way of her progress toward the great and 
glorious blue laws. However, all these epi- 
sodes were as shadows compared to the 
stunning revelation of our rapid drift to- 
ward degeneracy. We could bear ft better 
if we were not made to feel that somehow 
we are responsible, directly or indirectly, 
for all this condition of things. Our pride 
is hurt and our conscience pricked and Mr. 
Humphrey bas not told us, after all, how 
we may corral the degenerate and civilize 
him before he annihilates us. 


COMMENDABLE ACTION. 

State Commander Fitts of the Ameri- 
can Legion deserves the commendetion of 
all law-abiding citizens for his prompt and 
courageous action in revoking the charter 
of Russell Howland Post, following a violent 
assault of one of its duly appointed com- 
mittees upon Arthur M. Clark, editor of the 
Carpinteria Herald. The principle upon 


‘which the American Legion is founded is 


the protection and preservation of Ameri- 
can institutions. It is the spirit of ita mem- 
bers that a country which is worth dying 
for is worth living for, that they owe it to 
those who died to make of the country what 
they would have had it be. . 

Violent outbreaks in different parts of the 
country, anarchistic attacks upon its Con- 
stitution and its laws, and attempts to re- 
place the Stars and Stripes with the red 
flag of Communism, marked the stormy days 


| after the armistice in which the Legion was 


first in peace, as well as first in war, and that 
their heroic comrades who made the su- 
preme sacrifice did so in the belief that 
they were fighting a war to end wars, that 
the world would henceforth be ruled by jus- 
tice rather than by violence. They per- 
mitted their righteous anger to blind them 
to the great truth that the defenders of the 
law must be the first to obey the law, and 
they must now pay the penalty. The lesson 
of the revocation of that charter will not 
be lost, either upon the members of the 
Legion or on the rest of the country. The 


swift punishment administered to the offend- 


ers is a new evidence of the high moral 
‘courage and the fidelity to exalted ideals 
that*characterizes the American Legion. 


FFICIAL HOME BUILDING. 

In England they are building homes 
under an official program the rate of 
7000 a month. Under this policy over 50, 
000 houses have already been put up and it 
has been found that the demand was not 
as great as thought. One community that 
clamored for 5000 new houses is getting 
along fairly well with 500. Nevertheless, 
over 400,000 new houses have been planned 
and provided for and will be built, although 
the government or the municipality is los- 
ing an average of $300 on each one erected. 
By providing homes and a way to obtain 
them the government is smoothing the path 
of the worker and making labor more trac- 
table. 


UCH WRANGLING. 

Six able lawyers and twelve jurors 
spent a day in wrangling over the question 
whether the keeping of a pheasant dis- 
turbed the peace of a Pasadena neighbor- 
hood. One or two witnesses testified that 
the raucous roars of the bird could be heard 
for miles, while other neighbors declared 
that the pheasant could not speak above a 
whisper and spent most of its time in si- 
lent prayer. In the finals the jurors were 
unable to agree and it will likely be neces- 
sary to try the case over again. But the 
neighbors are all split up over it and it 
may be necessary to call out the militia. It 
would be cheaper to ship the pheasant to 
the zoo and let bim sing his head off if he 
can. 


INGS OF THE AIR. 

German interests are assuming a lead 

in aerial navigation for commercial pur- 
The Germans have ag air line from 
Stockholm, Sweden, to Genoa, Italy, a dis- 
tance of 1200 miles, with daily flights of 
planes capable of carrying twelve to twenty 
passengers. So far as Europe is concerned 
France and Germany appear to be dividing 
the air. England's commercial aviation be- 
yond her own borders is falling off. This 
is because the English planes cannot com- 
pete with those of France, which fly under 
a substantial and attractive subsidy. Aerial 
navigation cannot at once be made profit- 
able without government aid. That nation 
will make the greatest progress in the de- 
velopment of air traffic that pays the larg- 
est subsidy. At present this is France; 
but Germany is also gaining rapidly on the 
rest of the world. In France there are 
many trips that can be made more cheaply 
by air than train, and sky service has be- 


come the regular program 


able to the dominant element in the island. 
In the mature of the case there is no reason 
why a native Porto Rican should not be 
appointed Governor, nor is there any funda- 
mental reason why the people of Porto Rico 
should not be authorized to elect a Gov 
ernor as in our States. The important 
thing, however, is that the Governor, how- 
ever chosen, should have the wisdom and 
the ability to serve the best interests of the 
island, while helping to bring about what- 
ever may be necessary to give what is in- 
trinsically a very fortunate political status. 

Porto Ricans, quite as much as any other 
people, have sensitiveness and pride. A 
Governor of low attainments or of doubtful 
fitness for a position requiring delicacy and 
tact, as well as frankness and courage, 
would offend public sentiment. and injure 
the development of what ought to be a 
manent accord between the island and the 
government at Washington. — [Albert Shaw 
in the Review of Reviews.

If Mr. Bishop's play only reached 
as definite a conclusion as its gen- 
eral progress would indicate he 
would be credited with a very in- 
teresting achievement, and one with 
considerable possibilities for future 
presentation. The ground work is 
good—a@ little heavy perhaps, but 
containing no small share of inten- 
sity. While somewhat conventional, 
the lines have a good suggestion 
throughout of humanness, and the 
construction is to a degree logical. 

Still the whole drama falls by 
virtue of the ending where the wife 
having gone the limit of devotion 
to her husband, shoots him when he 
tries to kill the man she loves. Mr. 
Bishop's problem has really just 
commenced when the final curtain 
falia. 


A rewriting of the final scene 
promises considerable for the play, 
provided the dialogue is somewhat 
revamped and the situations given 
a now twist here and there.
